The  Birth  Rate  continues  to  rise  slightly , v;hile  the 
Death  Rate  shows  a slight  fall. 

59%  cf  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the 
age  of  70  years,  while  30%  were  cf  persons  over  SO  years 
cf  age.  The  most  common  cause  cf  death  (37%)  was  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation.  16%  of  the  deaths  were  due 
to  vascular  lesions  cf  the  nervous  system,  and  13.7%  to 
cancer 


The  infantile  mentality  rate  was  lower  than  in  the  three 
previous  years , hut  still  rather  higher  than  that  for  the 
whole  country.  There  were  four-  deaths  of  infants  all  under 
one  week  old,  and  all  due  to  prematurity.

Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  and  made  a good  recovery. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Five  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  of  which  one  was  admitted  to  Hospital,  and 
one  died..  Three  cases,  notified  previcusljr,  were  also 
admitted  to  hospital. 

One  case  of  hen-respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

No  Mass  Radiography  was  available  in  the  County  during 
1953?  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  will  visit  the  area  in  the  Autumn  of  1954.

Records  were  received  of  5b  completed  immunisations,  and 
38  reinforcing  injections. 

Both  vaccination  and  immunisation  are  carried,  cut  free 
of  charge  by  local  practitioners,  and  records  are  paid  for 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  figures  for  vaccination  have  improved  considerably, 
but  unfortunately  the  number  of  children  immunised  has  decreased 
This  however  is  a temporary  decrease,  as  an  intensive  campaign 
is  being  carried  cut  at  present.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  the  villages  in  the 
area  by  a modern  refuse-collecting  vehicle. 

The  refuse  dump  at  Ffyncn,  Crymmych,  is  full,  and  it 
has  been  found  impossible  tc  obtain  a suitable  site  for  a 
tip  in  the  area.  Refuse  from  that  area  has  therefore  been 
tipped  at  Cilgerran  or  Newport. 

HOUSING 


Thirty  council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year  i.e.  Newport  12,  St.Dogmaels  10,  Cilgerran  8. 

A further  seventeen  houses  were  under  construction  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  seven  at  St.Dogmaels,  and  ten  at  Crymmych.
